Amendments to the Specification: 

Replace paragraph [0016] with the following paragraph: 

[0016] The representation of the fingers may also include indicia generally shown 

at 21 indicating that the person should control the ball with the tips and pads of the 
fingers. The pad of the finger is the portion at the base of the finger adjacent the palm. 
The pads are indicated in the figures with oval indicia 23 at the base of each finger, and 
the oval indicia 23 are part of the indicia 21. The indicia 21 may also include the legend 
24 saying "Pad & Tip Control" or the like, possibly supplemented with the arrows as 
shown. The purpose of this indicia 21 is to teach that the person should control the ball 
while holding and releasing it with the tips and pads of the fingers. The rest of the 
fingers should not contact the ball.
